Eing confined inthis my Appendix'to > narrow a ſcant« 
ling of Paper, I cannot treat ſo awply of rhe Eciip» 
ic> as I intended : yet before Tcome to the Eclipſes incident 
this year, I ſhall (for the informatien of the vulgar) firſt 
ſhew what they aye, and when they happen: and. firft for 
the Eclipſes of the Sun, obſerve; if at the rime of the 
 Conjunftion of the Luminaries the Meons Latitude be lir- 
tle or nothing from the Ecliptick, then doth ſhe interpole 
between the Sun and Earth, and (being a dark, ſelid and 
Opacous body ) dath thereby hide more or leſs of the Suns 
bright ſhiniag Body from our fight: and hence Aſtronomers
